articles about the so-called "ath- 
lete's foot." 
This affliction is 
really ringworm. It is merely a 
form of that disease involving the 
feet. The more familiar ringworm is 
most frequently seen on the scalp 
and race. 


.Ring-worm of the body begins as a 
flat, reddish spot. 
This spreads, 
clearing up in the center, resulting 
In a ringed appearance. The ring 
represents the active sign of the dis- 
ease. 
The ring or Inflammation is usu- 
ally elevated, red and scaly. It baa 
a sharp outer border and an inner 
border whfch fades toward the cen- 
ter. 
The arsa within the ring is 
pink, or it may be the usual color of 
the skin. 
Alter reaching its full size, the 
ringworm may remain stationary. 
Within a few days or weeks it dis- 
appears CDlirely. only to reappear 
elsewhere on the body. 
Ringworm may occur anywhere 


on the body, but it is most com- 
monly found on the scalp, face, neck, 
hands and forearms. Less frequently

The treatment for the disease de- 
pends upon the use of a solution 
which will destroy the parasite. If 
the disease is on the surface of the 
skin, this destruction is accomplished 
without any difficulty. When It Is 
more deep-seated, the treatment is 
more difficult. 
In treating the simple lesions of 
ringworm, it is best to clean the 
surfaces first by scrubbing with 
green soap. Where there is marked 
inflammation, this should be dealt 
with first, and as the irritation sub- 
sides the ringworm itself can be 
gone after more energetically- 
In 
such cases the usual applications o£ 
lotions, like calamme lotion or boric 
acid lotion, or of any mild ointment, 
like zinc oxide, are used. 
There is a variety of antiseptics 
used for the destruction of ring- 
vronn. They should never be used 
without the supervision of a physi- 
cian. Many cases of ringworm are 
exceedingly difficult to cure and re- 
quire X-ray treatment. This can 
only be decided upon by the physi- 
cian.
